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PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN KENT 



The Commission have provisionally diecided to allocate an extra, 
seventeenth, seat in Kent. This requires some major changes to be made to 
bring about a reduction in the size of the electorates of the current seats 
as well as to reduce the disparity between the electorates of the largest 
and smallest constituencies. 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Kent will be published on 25 March 1993. These are part of the eighth 
set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review of 
parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary Commission 
for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 



The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 



The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 
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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a.) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
■ annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the review. The electoral quota is arrived at by 
dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date by the existing 
number of seats . The enumeration date is the date when the commencement 
of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The electorate in 
England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when divided by the 
existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP. 
In this case the representation period has been extended to 2 May 1993 to 
allow for the Easter holiday period. 

inhere representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory . 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
u e i r i Ppr ° val ° r Section. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay th" 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and* 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 
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Kent currently has sixteen constTtu^cTes'^wrffi^ a 1991 parliamentary 
electorate of 1,155,045. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 16.67 seats. 
If sixteen seats were retained, the average constituency electorate in the 
county (the county average) would be 72,190, whereas with seventeen seats, 
the county average would be 67,944. The Commission have therefore decided 
to allocate seventeen seats to Kent. 

The current distribution of sixteen constituencies in Kent allows a 
significant degree of alignment between constituency and district 
boundaries. The allocation of a seventeenth constituency to the county has 
the effect of reducing much of the opportunity for such alignment. 

The Commission propose to make only minor alterations to the Gravesham and 
Dover seats to realign constituency and district boundaries following 
recent local government boundary changes. The Gravesham constituency is 
proposed to be coterminous with Gravesham Borough and the Dover 
constituency is proposed to contain twenty six wards in the south of Dover 
District. The Commission further propose that the Gillingham seat should 
be coterminous with Gillingham Borough. 

The Commission noted that the only links between the Isle of Sheppey and 
the remainder of Swale Borough ran close to the town of Sittingbourne . The 
Commission further noted that the seventeen wards in the west of Swale 
Borough, including Sittingbourne and the Isle of Sheppey, could form a 
constituency with an electorate close to the county average, and this they 
propose . 

Having decided that the electorate of the current Faversham seat needed to 
be reduced, the Commission considered which wards should be linked with the 
town of Faversham to form a new constituency. The Commission considered 
the alternatives of combining Faversham with the coastal towns of 
Whitstable and Herne Bay, or with the City of Canterbury, but rejected 
these options on the grounds that they would cause excessive disruption to 
the existing pattern of seats in East Kent. The Commission therefore 
propose to combine the eight wards in the east of Swale Borough, including 
the town of Faversham, with thirteen wards from the east of Maidstone 
Borough in a seat called Faversham with an electorate close to the county 
average . 

The Commission also propose to reduce the electorate of the existing 
Canterbury seat, by including twenty one of the twenty five wards from the 
City of Canterbury and using the boundary between the City of Canterbury 
and Swale Borough as the constituency boundary. The Commission propose 
that the remaining four wards from the City of Canterbury, including Herne 
Bay, continue to be combined with wards from Thanet District in a North 
Thanet seat. The Commission noted the disparity in the electorates of the 
current North Thanet and South Thanet seats (8,340 on 1991 figures) and 
decided to reduce this by including the Salmestone ward of Thanet District 
in the South Thanet seat, with the remaining fourteen wards from Thanet 
District and the five remaining wards from the north of Dover District. 
The disparity between the two seats is therefore reduced to 943 and both 
seats are very close to the county average. 
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The Commission noted that the current Ashford seat is coterminous with 
Ashford Borough and that the current Folkestone and Hythe seat is 
coterminous with Shepway District, apart from a minor change following a 
recent local government boundary change. The Commission further noted that 
if they were to recommend coterminous seats, there would be a disparity 
between the electorates of the two seats of 7,799, with the Ashford seat, 
which is the major forecast growth area of the county, having the second 
highest electorate of the recommended seats in Kent. The Commission 
therefore decided that they would reduce the electorate of the Ashford seat 
by including two wards from Ashford Borough (Aldington and Hamstreet ) with 
Shepway District in the proposed Folkestone and Hythe seat. The 
electorates of the two seats would be closer to the county average and the 
disparity between them would be reduced to 2,047. 

The Commission considered that the electorate of a Tunbridge Wells seat 
(realigned to take account of local government boundary changes to be 
coterminous with the Tunbridge Wells Borough) would be too high at 76,938. 
They therefore propose to create a Tunbridge Wells seat that contains 
nineteen wards from the west and centre of the Borough with an electorate 
close to the county average. The Commission further propose to combine the 
remaining five wards from the east of Tunbridge Wells Borough with the 
fifteen remaining wards from Maidstone Borough including the town of 
Maidstone in a Maidstone seat with an electorate close to the county 
average . 

The Commission noted that the current Dartford and Sevenoaks seats have 
electorates that are over 4,000 above the county average. The Commission 
considered that the electorate of the current Dartford seat should be 
reduced by the transfer of the Sevenoaks District ward of Ash-cum-Ridley 
to the Sevenoaks seat. To reduce the electorate of the Sevenoaks seat, 
therefore, the Commission propose a seat that contains twenty five of the 
thirty two wards of Sevenoaks District. 

The Commission noted that the current Tonbridge and Mailing seat had an 
electorate that was over 11,000 above the county average and that although 
the seat was coterminous with Tonbridge and Mailing Borough it would have 
to be reduced. The Commission considered that the five remaining wards 
from the south of Sevenoaks District should be combined with nineteen wards 
from the south of Tonbridge and Mailing Borough in a Tonbridge and Mailing 
seat with an electorate close to the county average. 

The Commission propose that the remaining eight wards from the north of 
Tonbridge and Mailing Borough should be combined with eight wards from the 
City of Rochester upon Medway, including Rochester and Strood, in a seat 
named Rochester. The remaining twelve wards of the City of Rochester upon 
Medway, including the town of Chatham and the Isle of Grain, will form a 
Medway seat.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN TYNE 
AND WEAR 

The Commission have provisionally decided to make some adjustments to 
eleven of the thirteen existing seats in the county to reduce the disparity 
in electorates. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Tyne and Wear will be published on 25 March 1993. These are part of the 
eighth set of recommendations to be published as part of the general review 
©f parliamentary constituency boundaries announced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public -usually at the district council 



The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (District, Town or Parish councils) or the 
services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties.

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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates: 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991). The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP . 
In this case the representation period ends on 2 May 1993 to allow for the 
Easter holiday period. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and* 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election.

This number of electors, when divided 
by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 12.66 
seats. The Commission therefore propose that the county should retain 
thirteen seats. With thirteen seats, the average constituency electorate 
in the county (the county average) is 67,456. The electorates of the 
existing constituencies range from 53,972 (Tyne Bridge) to 79,892 (Houghton 
and Washington); a large disparity of 25,920 which needs to be reduced. 



The Commission noted that if the allocation of seats was related 
independently to the theoretical entitlement of the five Metropolitan 
Districts which comprise Tyne and Wear, the total allocation of seats to 
the county would be twelve and the county average would be 73,078. The 
allocation of only twelve seats to the county would have lessened the 
problem of achieving a reduced disparity between seats either side of the 
River Tyne, since this would result in five seats north of the Tyne and 
seven south with average electorates of 73,262 and 72,946 respectively. 

Gi r e 2 ^ e±T . decision to allocate thirteen seats however, the Commision 
noted that if the Tyne were not crossed the inevitable result would be 
large seats north of the river and small seats south with a large disparity 
between them. The constituency averages north and south of the river beina 
73,248 (five seats) and 63,828 (eight seats) respectively. This producel 
a disparity between average electorates on either side of the Tyne of 
9,420, a figure which is not achievable in practice due to the large 
electorates of the wards in the county. The Commission decided therefore 
to propose the retention of a Tyne Bridge seat which currently combines 
four wards of the City of Newcastle with four wards of Gateshead Borough. 
The Commission further propose the addition of the Gateshead Borough wards 
of Deckham and Saltwell (transferred from Gateshead East) to bring the 
electorate of Tyne Bridge close to the county average. 

The Commission recognised that the electorate of the current Houghton and 
Washington seat was just under 80,000 and needs to be reduced. They noted 
that the four Washington wards within the seat each contained large 
electorates and that they could not all remain in the same seat without 
creating a large disparity and causing considerable disruption and breaking 
of local ties elsewhere. 



The Commission propose that the Washington West and Washington South wards 
should combine with six wards in the current Gateshead East seat to form 
a Gateshead East and Washington West seat with an electorate close to the 
county average and electoral quota. 

The Commission further propose that the Washington East and Washington 
North wards should remain with the other wards of the current Houghton and 
Washington seat, but also combine with the Castletown and Town End Farm 
wards of the current Sunderland North seat to form a Houghton and 
Washington East seat, also with an electorate close to the county average 
and electoral quota. ‘ " 

The Commission s proposal that the Castletown and Town End Farm wards 
should be transferred from Sunderland North facilitates (with the proposed 
transfer of the Thornholme ward from Sunderland South to Sunderland North) 
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the reduction of both Sunderland seats, which are currently both over 6,000 
above the county average. 

The Commission also propose to bring the low electorate of the South 
Shields seat closer to the county average and the electoral quota by the 
transfer of the Biddick Hall ward of South Tyneside Borough from Jarrow. 
The Commission further propose the transfer of the Wrekendyke ward of 
Gateshead Borough from Gateshead East to Jarrow to bring Jarrow also closer 
to the county average and the electoral quota. 

The Commission also noted that the electorates of the Tynemouth and 
Wallsend seats (currently 75,601 and 78,454 respectively) need to be 
reduced, whilst the electorates within the Newcastle upon Tyne East and 
Newcastle upon Tyne Central seats (currently 57,572 and 60,737 
respectively) need to be increased. They therefore propose the transfer 
of the Riverside ward of North Tyneside Borough from Tynemouth to Wallsend 
(renamed North Tyneside) and the transfers of the Northumberland and 
Wallsend wards of North Tyneside Borough to Newcastle upon Tyne East 
(renamed Newcastle upon Tyne East and Wallsend). 

The Commission further propose the transfer of the Sandyford ward of the 
City of Newcastle from the current Newcastle upon Tyne East seat to 
Newcastle upon Tyne Central. 

■i 

The net effect of the transfers of the thirteen wards detailed above would 
result in all thirteen constituencies provisionally recommended by the 
Commission being within 7% of the electoral quota and 5% of the county 
average and the disparity between the highest and lowest constituency would 
be reduced from 26,598 to 5,841. 

The existing Blaydon and Newcastle upon Tyne North constituencies have 
electorates close to the county average and electorate quota. The 
Commission considered that no changes need to be made to these two seats, 
other than minor changes to realign the constituency boundaries with 
altered local government boundaries.
